The other two 
copies are to be handed to Vietnamtourism - Danang upon 
arrival in Vietnam. Overseas Vietnamese wishing to visit their 
native place or family must provide : 

1. Date and number of exit visa (if any) or duration of 

stay, reason and means of exit. 

2. Full name and address of their relatives in Vietnam. 
After 4 days for tourists and 12 days for overseas Vietnamese, 
Vietnamtourism in Danang will notify the applicant of the result 
of the application in order to contact the Vietnamese repre- 
sentation to have the visa issued.
